yellow  and  black  eagles  of  international  politics. 
The  target  for  the  conference  was  colonialism; 
the  imperialism  of  the  West  was  taken  to  task  by 
the  neutralists  to  the  neglect  of  that  other  type  of 
colonialism,  Communism. 

The  friends  of  the  West  were  quick  to  point 
out  that  Communism  was  a  slavery  under  the  guise 


of  liberation. 

The  attack  on  Chou  En-lai  rather  disrupted 
Nehru's  plans  for  the  conference.  Instead  of  the 
defensive  measures  which  Chou  was  forced  to  em¬ 
ploy,  Nehru  had  hoped  to  lead  this  debutante  to 
international  politics  gently  by  the  hand. 

Perhaps  Nehru  failed  in  his  attempt  to  control  ■ 
the  conference  because  his  dreams  of  coexistence 
have  blinded  him  to  the  hard  facts  of  Communism. 
His  plans  and  dreams  evaporated  in  the  heat  of  the 
debating  floor. 

In  a  clever  defensive  move,  Chou  turned  the 
barbs  of  the  attacker  to  another  victim.  In  the 
hope  of  easing  tensions,  China  was  ready  to 
negotiate  with  the  United  States  concerning 
Formosa.  However,  "This  offer  should  not  affect 
the  just  demands"  of  Communists  to  "liber¬ 
ate"  Formosa.  If  Chou  really  wanted  to  ease 
the  tension,  why  not  release  the  11  Americans 
as  a  sign  of  good  will. 

Summing  up,  this  conference  has  accomplished  . 
something.  It  has  shown  that  blind  neutrality  is 
not  the  answer  for  the  non-Communistic  Asian- 
African  countries,  and  that  there  is  more  than  one 
type  of  colonialism,  of  which  some  of  the  innocents 
may  be  the  most  dangerous.

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Cafeteria's  Manager  Grube 
Daily  Plans  1,200  Meals, 
Smiles  On  Menu  Problems

Have  you  ever  given  thought  to  how  many  meals  are 
served  in  the  cafeteria  during  the  year,  how  much  food  is 


consumed  and  the  problem  of 
These  are  just  a  few  of  the  <1 
Henry  Grube,  the  manager  of  the 

‘•Figures  from  last  year,  show 
that  1,200  meals  were  served  per 
day  in  the  cafeteria,”  stated  the 
ever-cheerful  Mrs.  Grube. 

With  the  enrollment  increase 
this  year,  that  figure  has  been 
raised  considerably.  In  addition, 
150  meals  were  served  per  day  in 
the  summer  school  session,  be¬ 
sides  10.650  extra  meals  served 
for  the  various  conventions  held  at 
Wartburg.  These  figures  repre¬ 
sent  work,  time  and  planning  done 
by  Mrs.  Grube  and  her  helpers. 
'Ordering  Food  Big  Job' 

“Ordering  food  and  supplies  for 
the  cafeteria  is  not  as  simple  as 
ordering  food  for  your  own  fam¬ 
ily,"  said  Mrs.  Grube. 

How  would  yon  like  to  order  50 
dozen  rolls,  12  loaves  of  bread  for 
toast,  ItS  large-sized  boxes  of  oat¬ 
meal,  2  boxes  of  cream  of  wheat 
and  100  boxes  of  cold  cereal  for 
breakfast  alone? 

Other  amounts  of  food  that  are 
consumed  each  day  are  75-80  gal¬ 
lons  of  milk,  150  pounds  of  bone¬ 
less  meat,  75  loaves  of  bread,  18 
gallons  of  vegetables  and  225 
pounds  of  potatoes. 

Meal  planning,  which  takes  time 
and  thought,  is  worked  out  one 
week  in  advance.  First  of  all,  the 
meat  for  each  day  of  the  week  is 
decided  upon,  and  then  the  rest 
of  the  meal  is  built  around  it. 
Careful  consideration  is  given,  so 
that  the  seven  basic  foods  are  in¬ 
cluded,  as  well  as  the  essential 
vitamins  needed  for  good  health. 
Oven  Space  Deficient 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  space 
for  ovens  and  cookers  in  the  cafe¬ 
teria,  meals  have  to  be  planned  so 
that  the  entire  meal  does  not  have 
to  be  in  the  oven.  For  example,  if 
pie  is  planned  for  dessert,  the 
main  dish  would  have  to  be  soup 
since  it  is  prepared  in  a  cooker. 

'  \"This  problem  of  meal  planning 
will  be  solved  to  a  great  extent 
next  year  when  the  cafeteria  is 
moved  to  the  new  Student  Mem¬ 
orial  Union,"  stated  Mrs.  Grube.

All  the  food  in  the  caf  is  ordered 
weeks  in  advance  and  stored  in  the 
basement.  Food  is  ordered  and 
purchased  from  four  institutional 
companies,  besides  local  concerns. 
Much  'Help  Required 

Operating  the  cafeteria  for  the 
Wartburg  family  requires  much 
help,  both  from  cooks  and  stu¬ 
dent  labor.  At  the  present  time 
two  shifts  of  cooks  are  employed— 
the  breakfast  and  lunch  shift,  and 
the  dinner  shift. 

“Fifty-eight  students,  including 
substitutes,  have  employment  do¬ 
ing  all  types  of  jobs  from  peel¬ 
ing  potatoes  to  drying  dishes,”  re¬ 
ported  Mrs.  Grube.
